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Building  proposal  ready  soon 


For  some  time  members  have  been 
aware  that  major  renovation  or 
redevelopment  of  the  club  has  been 
under  intense  scrutiny  due  to  orders 
issued  to  the  club  by  the  Sydney  City 
Council  for  compliance  with  fire 
protection  ordinances. 

The  requirements  listed  demanded  a 
major  building  operation  in  the 
provision  of  appropriate  staircases 
through  the  whole  five  floors  of  the 
club,  both  to  the  Elizabeth  Street  and 
the  Castlereagh  Street  exits. 

In  addition  other  major  works  are 
required  but  by  far  the  most  onerous 
(in  terms  of  cost)  is  the  building  of  the 
staircases.  Members  will  realise  that 
such  a  major  disruption  in  the  building 
would  not  only  involve  substantial 
building  costs  but  would  also  require  a 
major  refurbishment  of  the  interior  of 
every  floor. 

Initially  the  club  committee 
commissioned  professional  personnel  to 
prepare  plans  and  cost  estimates  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Sydney  City  Council.  When  these 
were  finalised  it  was  realised  that  such 
an  expenditure  was  unreasonable  in 
that  it  did  nothing  to  enhance  th^ 
interior  of  the  building  or  the  benefits 
of  membership.  At  that  stage  it  was 
decided  to  examine  the  feasibility  of 
redevelopment  of  the  whole  of  the  club 
premises.

The  objectives  would  be: 

•  Creating  a  new  club 
environment  and  premises  which 
would  be  second  to  none  in 
Sydney  and 

•  Expanding  the  area  available 
for  commercial  development  so 
that  income  could  be 
substantially  increased,  thus 
assisting  in  servicing  debt  to  be 
incurred  in  the  redevelopment. 

A  Building  Sub-Committee  was 
formed  and  since  that  time  a  number 
of  options  have  been  fully  investigated.

After  the  preparation  of  plans,  many 
meetings  and  discussion,  these 
proposals  were  declined  by  the  club 
committee  on  the  grounds  of 

unsuitability  in  terms  of  the  residue  of
